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CHANGES  IN  BUREAU  ORGANIZATION. 

A  rearrangement  of  certain  work  of  the  bureau,  effective -  May  1,  1917,  has 
been  made,  whereby  two  new  divisions,  to  be  known  as  the  Tick  Eradication 
Division  and  the  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Division,  have  been  created,  with 
incidental  changes  in  the  Field  Inspection  and  Quarantine  Divisions. 

The  organization  and  duties  of  the  divisions  affected  by  these  changes  will 
be  as  follows  : 

The  Field  Inspection  Division,  with  Dr.  A.  W.  Miller  as  chief,  will  have 
charge  of  the  eradication  of  sheep  scabies,  cattle  scabies,  horse  scabies,  and 
donrine. 

Tbe  Quarantine  Division,  with  Dr.  R.  W.  Hickman  as  chief,  will  have  charge 
of  the  work  relating  to  the  importation  and  exportation  of  live  stock,  hides,, 
skins,  wool,  hair,  hay,  straw,  forage  etc. 
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The  Tick  Eradication  Division,  with  Dr.  J.  A.  Kiernan  as  chief,  will  have 
charge  of  the  eradication  of  the  southern  cattle  tick. 

The  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Division,  with  Dr.  J.  A.  Kiernan  as  chief,  will 
have  charge  of  the  field  work  relating  to  tuberculosis  of  animals,  the  interstate 
inspection  of  live  stock  at  stock  yards,  and  the  administration  of  the  28-hour 
law.

BRANDING  CARCASSES,  CUTS,  ORGANS,  AND  MEAT  FOOD 

PRODUCTS. 

Referring  to  instructions  published  under  the  above  title  in  Service  and 
Regulatory  Announcements  of  September.  1916,  page  79,  inspectors  in  charge 
of  meat  inspection  are  directed  to  suspend  until  further  order  the  enforcement 
of  said  instructions  and  permit  branding  which  was  acceptable  prior  to 
September.  1916. 


REPORTING  FINDING  OF  ANIMALS  AFFECTED  WITH  CONTAGIOUS 

DISEASE. 

The  attention  of  inspectors  in  charge  of  meat  inspection  and  stock  yard 
stations  is  called  to  F.  I.  Form  11-C.  which  provides  for  reporting  to  the  chief 
of  the  bureau  animals  found  on  either  ante-mortem  or  post-mortem  inspection 

*  Conducts  slaughtering. 
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affected  with  a  contagious  disease.  Instructions  shall  be  issued  to  the  proper 
employees  on  each  force  to  make  every  effort  possible  to  obtain  the  information 
called  for  on  this  form.  This  report  should  be  submitted  even  though  it  is 
possible  to  learn  only  the  name  and  address  of  feeder,  owner,  or  shipper,  and 
loading  point  and  name  of  railroad.  However,  diligent  effort  should  be  made 
to  include  location  of  premises  occupied  by  such  stock  prior  to  shipment. 

In  every  instance  where  hog  cholera  is  found  a  duplicate  of  this  report 
should  be  mailed  to  the  bureau  inspector  in  charge  of  hog-cholera  work  in 
the  State  in  which  the  shipment  originated.  A  list  of  States  in  which  hog- 
cholera  work  is  now  being  conducted  and  the  addresses  of  inspectors  in  charge 
follows :

CLEANING,  DISINFECTING,  AND  REPORTING  CARS. 

It  is  important  that  all  infectious  cars  received,  sealed,  and  billed  or  cleaned 
and  disinfected  by  employees  of  the  bureau  should  be  promptly  reported  to  the 
Washington  office  on  F.  I.  Forms  62  and  62-A,  as  inquiries  are  frequently 
received  from  transportation  companies  and  others  regarding  the  cleaning  and 
disinfection  of  certain  cars.  In  rendering  such  reports  the  instructions  con- 
tained in  paragraphs  72  to  81  of  the  "  Instructions  concerning  the  work  of  the 
Field  Inspection  Division,"  issued  July  24,  1916,  should  be  closely  followed. 
All  inspectors  in  charge  will  instruct  employees  concerned  accordingly. 

Inspectors  detailed  to  points  other  than  stock  yards  and  meat-inspection  sta- 
tions frequently  supervise  the  cleaning  and  disinfecting  of  cars,  but  fail  to 
report  this  work.  Inspectors  in  charge  of  such  employees  will  instruct  them 
to  furnish  their  local  office  with  the  required  data  for  rendering  reports  to  the 
Washington  office  immediately  after  such  work  is  performed. 


SUBSTANCE  PERMITTED  FOR  OFFICIAL  DIPPING  OF  CATTLE  FOR 

TICKS. 

"  Kiltik-A,"  an  arsenical  dip,  is  permitted  by  the  department  in  the  official 
dipping  of  cattle  for  ticks.  This  dip  is  to  be  used  at  a  strength  of  1  gallon 
of  the  dip  to  not  more  than  119  gallons  of  water  for  the  official  dipping  of 
cattle  for  interstate  movement.  This  dilution  will  yield  a  solution  containing 
not  less  than  0.22  per  cent  actual  arsenious  oxid. 


PERMITTED  DISINFECTANT. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  B.  A.  I.  Order  245,  permission  has  been 
granted  for  the  use  of  "  Cre-O-Cris  "  as  a  substitute  for  compound  solution  of 
-cresol.  U.  S.  P.,  in  the  general  disinfection  of  cars,  yards,  and  other  premises.

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COOPERATION  WITH  AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGES  IN  EXTENSION 

WORK. 

Memorandum  195  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  date  of  March 
28,  1917,  reads  as  follows : 

Following  the  passage  of  the  cooperative  agricultural  extension  act  of  May 
S,  1914,  the  department  entered  into  agreements  with  the  State  agricultural 
colleges  receiving  the  benefits  of  the  act  to  conduct  its  extension  work  in  co- 
operation with  the  colleges.  It  is  therefore  expected  that  all  employees  of  the 
department  operating  in  the  several  States  will  cooperate  cordially  with  these 
colleges  in  such  work  and  will  not  do  any  extension  work  either  individually 
or  in  connection  with  other  State  or  local  organizations  without  first  consulting 
the  extension  director  at  the  college  or  getting  authority  from  the  department 
for  such  work. 


INFORMATION  DESIRED  AS  TO  DAMAGE  TO  CROPS  BY  INSECTS. 

The  Bureau  of  Entomology  is  planning  an  insect  census  in  order  to  keep  in 
touch  with  insect  conditions  throughout  the  country.  The  entire  entomological 
profession  of  the  United  States  is  being  enlisted  in  this  work.  There  are  also 
many  agents  of  the  various  bureaus  of  the  department  who  observe  or  hear  of 
damage  done  to  crops  by  insect  pests.  Reports  of  such  damage,  with  as  com- 
plete details  as  possible,  will  be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Bureau  of  Entomology 
in  tabulating  and  mapping  information  as  to  injurious  insects,  enabling  them 
to  issue  timely  statements  as  to  methods  of  control  which  will  be  circulated 
broadcast  in  the  affected  regions.  Warnings  of  probable  damage  which  may 
occur  from  insects  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  specialists  best  able  to  pre- 
pare the  farmers  to  combat  the  pests. 

In  accordance  with  a  request  from  the  Bureau  of  Entomology,  employees  of 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  are  asked  to  cooperate  in  this  undertaking  and 
to  advise  the  Washington  office  promptly  of  any  cases  of  damage  to  crops  caused 
by  insects  which  may  come  to  their  attention. 


THREATS  AGAINST  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

An  act  of  Congress  approved  February  14,  1917  (Public,  No.  319),  contains 
the  following: 

That  any  person  who  knowingly  and  willfully  deposits'  or  causes  to  be  de- 
posited for  conveyance  in  the  mail  or  for  delivery  from  any  post  office  or  by 
any  letter  carrier  any  letter,  paper,  writing,  print,  missive,  or  document  con- 
taining any  threat  to  take  the  life  of  or  to  inflict  bodily  harm  upon  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  or  who  knowingly  and  willfully  otherwise  makes  any 
such  threat  against  the  President,  shall  upon  conviction  be  fined  not  exeeding 
$1,000  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  five  years,  or  both. 


CONTRIBUTION  TO  SALARIES  OF  GOVERNMENT  EMPLOYEES 

PROHIBITED. 

The  attention  of  bureau  employees  is  called  to  the  following  extract  from 
the  legislative  act  approved  March  3,  1917 : 

That  on  and  after  July  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  nineteen,  no  Government 
official  or  employee  shall  receive  any  salary  in  connection  with  his  services  as 
such  an  official  or  employee  from  any  source  other  than  the  Government  of  the 
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United  States,  except  as  may  be  contributed  out  of  the  treasury  of  any  State, 
county,  or  municipality;  and  no  person,  association,  or  corporation  shall  make 
any  contribution  to.  or  in  any  way  supplement  the  salary  of,  any  Government 
official  or  employee  for  the  services  performed  by  him  for  the  Government  of 
the  United  States.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  terms  of  this  proviso  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $1,000  or  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  six 
months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  as  the  court  may  determine,
